1,600,000 men added to Germany's ef- 
fectives on the French front and great 
increases in her artillery strength on 
the one hand and the German people’s 
ever keener craving for peace on the 
other, the impending battles may well 
decide the fate of civi!'zation. 

If her army cannot advance to a de- 
cisive victory, the spectre of economic 
distress and the menacing shadow of 
America on her wall must force her to 
seek the just peace she has hitherto 
foresworn. 

What the American army can do to 
prevent a German victory will be done. 
It will be more, too, than the most 
thoughtful observers on this side of 
the Atlantic would have deemed possi- 
ble at this time—though far less, of 
course, than some of the gaseous chat-

These observations are based on a 
fairly comprehensive survey of the 
situation which I have been making 
since my return to the American train- 
ing area after an absence of three 
months. A little more than six months 
have elapsed since the first olive-drab 
detachments reached their canton- 
ments. It was weeks after that before 
the work was begun on the tremen- 
dous structure designed to provide the 
arms, the munitions, and the trans- 
portation from the maritime base to 
the advanced trench.

Chicago, Jan. 25.—{Editor of The Trib- 
une.}—It is unfortunate that the exami- 
nation for city librarian should he held 
in such a manner as to destroy the legal- 
ity of any list which may result from it. 
It would certainly seem to be the first 
duty of the city civil service commission 
to see that its proceedings are not likely 
to be upset by the courts. 
One of the commissioners is quoted in 
the press as saying (and the selection of 
examiners corroborates him) that one of 
the examiners “ represents” the library 
board and another “represents” the 
commission. That a board of examiners 
can be a. representative body in any 
sense is a doctrine foreign to the civil 
service act. The law requires the desig- 
nation of examiners for the. sole reason 
that they are qualified and competent to 
judge the relative merits of candidates. 
The admission that they are selected on 
some representative principle is an ad- 
mission that they have been selected con- 
trary to law. 
In an examination for a recognized 
technical profession such as librarian, 
rated, as this test will be, upon experi- 
ence and professional knowlege, there 
is no subject which a member of the civil 
service commission or a member of the 
Mbrary board, however learned in his 
own line, is either qualified or competent 
to rate. be
